On the InatruotloiiB of the 17th Party Cox^ress In 1^3^, shops producing 
consuBers' gooda were set up in the majority of heavy Industry plants and In 
producing enterprises of the railroad and coBBSunl cations Industries* ■ These 
were to have been restored on the oouclnalon of the war In 19l>5* Tt should 
be noted that the capacities of these plaxxts we?^ greater In 19^5 than In 
19t0; they had received additional e<iuliBient and had aoeuanlated experience 
In oontlnuoiiB mass production. 

Not all enterprise, directors, however, have given sufficient attention 
to the problem of restorlag oonsuaers* goods diopa. The nmiber of plants which 
have haidLled this problem wtoll ("Klektrostal'" Plant, AutaaDblXe Plant Imenl 
Stalin, "Zbmpressor” Plant, "Erasnyy Proletarly" Plant, and sene others) Is

Important matter in a formalistic, bureaucratic manner. 

Directors party leaders of many plemts have until now iiagarded this 
problem as of Importante and have merely concerned thenselvee with it 

The equipment and wcarkers of these shops dre frequently 
used as plant reserves,. Consumers' goods shops are ususally tbe last to 
recolTO sullies of materials, tools, aaad elective power.
